The dirigible G raf Zeppelin procee­ 
ded slowly down the R hone Valley in 
F ran ce today on her third w estw ard 
attem p t to cross the A tlantic as a 
passenger craft. 
Storm s to the north forced the Zep­ 
pelin 
to 
take the 
longer southern 
route w hich she followed on her two 
previous voyages, the first of w hich 
succeeded and the second failed near 
G ib raltar because of m otor trouble. 
The w eather in central F ran ce w as 
cloudy and rainy, w ith som ew hat ad ­ 
verse winds. 
The Zeppelin w as m ak- 
only only about 50 m iles an hour and j EARL 
her com m ander, Dr. 
H ugo 
E ckner, | 
w as trying different altitudes to strik e • 
th e best going. 
T he ship carried a crew of 40 w ith 
18 passengers, including tw o women, 
and probably a stow aw ay. Also aboard 
w ere two gorillas—Susy and Looey— 
800 canaries in separate cages, a grand 
piano and a large q u antity of m ail. 
The Zeppelin was expected to pro­ 
ceed as form erly, crossing th e eastern 
end of the M editerranean along th e 
coast of Spain, passing out to sea 
n ear G ibraltar, and traveling approxi­ 
m ately by way of the Azores and B er­ 
m uda to L akehurst. 
F rom the Spanish coast w estw ard 
to m id-A tlantic the w eather w as fair 
w ith northerly or variable light w inds 
F rom m id-A tlantic to the 
A m erican 
coast w ere cloudy areas w ith fog and 
occasional rain, and fresh southw est­ 
erly winds, strong in spots. 
The Zeppelin left 
her 
h an g ar 
at 
F riedrichshafen a t 3:30 A. M. today, 
G erm an tim e <9:30 P. M. W ednesday 
E ST ). 
Two hours and a half la ter 
she crossed the fro n tier regularly on 
h er progress down the R hone Valley 
and at 12:35 P.* M. <6:35 A. M. EST) 
passed M ontelim ar, F rance, well down 
the valley tow ards the Mediterranean. 
At 1:30 P. M. (7:30 A. M. EST) the 
Zeppelin passed over Orange, a town 
n ea r the w estern bank of the Rhone 
12 m iles north of Avignon. 
The Zep­ 
pelin’s speed apparently had been re­ 
duced, as she had covered little m ore 
th an 35 m iles in the hour since leav­ 
ing M entelim ar. 
The Zeppelin reached the M editer­ 
ran ean at St. Louis-Sur-R hone and 
tu rn ed w estw ard to follow the coast 
tow ards Spain. 
The tim e given for 
th e dirigible’s arriv al a t St, Louis w as 
2 P. M., but it probably w as later, as 
a t the rate th e Zeppelin had been 
traveling, she w as hardly 
likely 
to 
have m ade the 50 m iles from O range 
in half an hour, unless she encoun­ 
tered a strong and sudden tail wind.

trans-A tlantic 
dirigible G raf Zeppelin, en route from 
F riedrichshafen, G erm any, to 
L ake­ 
hurst, N. J., w as speeding southw ard 
along the R hone Valley* today, m ak­ 
ing satisfactory progress in spite 
of 
unfavorable w e a th e r,conditions w hich 
prevailed over all of .southern F rance. 
D riving rains arid strong w inds beat 
ag ain st the giapt dirigible a t various 
points, but in spite of th a t the-' G raf 
w as over Tournon a t 11:50 A. M. and 
passed V alence at 12:10 P. M. (6:10 
A. M. EST) flying steadily 
on 
her 
course. 
A 20-mile wind battled the ship in 
som e sections of the valley but the 
G raf Zeppelin continued a t a pace of 
approxim ately 50 miles an hour. 
The 
m anner in w hich the dirigible 
was 
guided indicated from below th a t Dr. 
H ugo 
E ckner, 
com m ander 
of 
the 
flight, w as trying various altitudes in 
an effort to escape the winds which 
buffeted his ship. 
The F rench w eather bureau report­ 
ed th at there was no relief in sight 
for Dr. E ckner and his dirigible. 
The first report of 
the 
G raf 
in 
F ran ce was w hen she 
passed 
over 
B eaucourt, near Belfort, at 7:30 A. M. 
She w as not actually seen 
at 
th a t 
point, but her m otors w ere heard so 
clearly through the heavy m ist th a t 
it was unm istakable. 
The G raf flew over B easancon 
at 
8:25 A. M., flying a t an altitude of 
2,000 feet. 
She radioed from there 
th a t all was going well and th a t she 
w as definitely taking a southern route. 
Two hours later she 
w as 
sighted 
over Macon, flying at a low altitude. 
She w as reported from this point to 
be functioning norm ally and to be 
try in g for a g reater height. 
At 11:10 
A. M., th e G raf passed Lyons, heading 
down the R hone Valley. 
It was not until last night th a t Dr. 
H ugo 
E ckner, 
com m ander

G raf, announced definitely the voyage 
would be begun as scheduled.

Completing the maiden trip to 
America and return, the Bremen 
dropped anchor at 11:15 o’clock 
last night, four days, 17 hours and 
15 minutes after it had left New 
York. 
The previous record, held 
fiy the Canard liner Mauretania, 
was 5 days and 6 minutes. 
The Bremen traveled 8,084 miles 
from New York to Plymouth at 
an average speed of 27:9i knots. 
The eastward crossing was 27 
minutes faster than the westward 
journey from Cherbourg to Am­ 
brose light.

No injuries 
or loss of life was reported but sev­ 
eral cabin homes of woodsmen and 
trappers were believed destroyed.* 
A. O. Hamel, superintendent of tho 
Superior Forest, today estimated that 
upwards of 8,000 acres of timber and 
cut-over lands have been swept by 
the fires in the past week. He said 
that over 400 rangers and volunteers 
were fighting the flames but that a 
cull for more men and equipment had 
been sent to Duluth and to several 
nearby lumber towns. 
Airplane scouts patrolled the forest 
today, reporting several new smaller 
blazes. 
The most serious fires were 
reported in the district 
near Brule 
luke and Temperance river. 
Continued dry weather and 
brisk 
winds were reported to have dried 
out the moisture left In the forests by 
showers early Wednesday and to have 
brought several blazes In central Min­ 
nesota to serious proportions.

The state forestry department also 
Issued a warning against peat fires, 
reported burning under the groqnd in 
several sections of central Minnesota.

Minnesota 4-H club members— more than 1,100 of them— 
will take their usual part in the Minnesota State Fair and N orth­ 
west Livestock exposition in September, A. J. Kittleson, state club 
agents, has announced. 
Free trips to the fair and exposition for the farm boys and 
girls has been provided by a number of agencies interested in 
agriculture, livestock and m anufacturing industries. 
Cash premiums amounting to $23,710, as well as hundreds 
of ribbons and miscellaneous prizes and trips to national contests 
are sought in competition by the youthful exhibitors. 
In addition to displays of the work of the clubs in the various 
projects of the home and farm, several county 4-H clubs will pre­ 
sent entire booths, each emphasizing im portant phases of the ac­ 
tivities in their localities. 
Among those counties planning booths 
for the fair are Washington, M artin, Rice, Faribault, Ramsey, 
Dakota and St. Louis counties. 
Trips to national contests will be awarded two of the demon­ 
stration teams. 
The champion dairy demonstration team will be 
sent'to St. Louis, Mo., in October where they will compete with 
other club teams in the National Dairy Show, while the cham­ 
pion team in bread baking will receive a free excursion to the Na­ 
tional Club congress at Chicago in December.

Squirrels Interrupt Power Service 


On five occasions within the last year, squirrels have been tin 
cause of electric service interruptions to Brainerd. 
Squirrels oc­ 
casionally climb the power company’s poles and come ill contact 
with the live wire or high voltage conductor, which causes an 
electric arc or short circuit. The squirrel is incinerated or burned 
to a crisp. Its body causes the switches to trip automatically and 
thus shuts off the power. 
It is then necessary to supply current over another line until 
the line crew can be sent chi I to repair the damage caused by the 
squirrel. It also takes time to locate the squirrel and requires pa­ 
trolling of miles of line. 
The power company will in the' future notify the W ater and 
Light Board as to causes of any interruption in service.

will become Edison's protege. 
It m ay be th at no one will win, for 
Edison has reserved the right to call 
off tho contest if the candidates fail 
to attain a certain intellectual stan d ­ 
ard. 
There is enough at stake to m ake 
any youth nervous. 
The wanner will 
receive the Edison scholarship, entit­ 
ling him to a four-year course in a 
technical school. 
At Edison's elbow in the brani clinic 
today were five famed experts to as­
